The Western North Carolina Conference met in eleventh 
annual session in West Market Street Church, Greensboro, 
N. C., at 9.30 o’clock Wednesday morning, November 21, 
1900, Bishop H. C. Morrison, D.D., presiding.

Bishop.

And at 12 o’clock the Conference adjourned. 



SECOND DAY— THURSDAY. 

November 22, 1900. 

Bishop Morrison called the Conference to order at 9 
o’clock. 

D. Atkins conducted the opening devotions. 

The roll was called and 22 preachers and 12 lay delegates, 
who were absent from the session of yesterday, were re- 
ported present. 

The Minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 

A communication favoring the establishment of a State 
Beformatory was referred to a Special Committee consisting 
of H. F. Chreitzberg, T. A. Boone and W. H. Leith. 

A letter from the Secretary of the North Carolina Con- 
ference in regard to the Methodist Orphanage, at Raleigh, 
was read and referred to a Special Committee consisting of 
H. H. Jordan, T. F. Marr and H. M. Blair. 

The characters of the Supernumeraries and Superannuates 
were passed and their names were all referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations for the same relation, except 
J. W. Strider, who was left effective. The characters of 53 
traveling preachers were also passed, giving further answer 
to Minute Question 20. 

Report No. 1 of the Board of Missions was adopted. 

Leave of absence was granted to S. S. C4asque and P, J. 
Carraway. 

Rev. J. D. Hammond, D.D., Secretary of General Board 
of Education ; Rev. P. L. Cobb, representing the General 
Board of Missions; Rev. George R. Stuart, of Tennessee; 
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Rev. W. D. Bradtield, of Galveston, Texas; Rev. John F. 
Triplett, of St. Louis Conference; Rev. W. S. Rone and 
Rev. R. F. Bumpass, of the North Carolina Conference, were 
introduced. 

Rev. W. D. Brad field addressed the Conference in behalf 
of the Galveston sufferers, after which a collection amount- 
ing to $433.35 was secured to aid in rebuilding our churches 
in that city. 

. The following was adopted : 

In view of the fact that our Southern Methodist Churches in Gal- 
veston, Texas, were destroyed by the great flood which swept over 
that city during this year, therefore 

Resolved, That the pastors of the various charges in our Confer- 
ence do take a collection in all their churches at as early a date as 
practicable and forward the same to Dr. P. H. Whisner (Secretary 
Board of Church Extension, Louisville, Kentucky), to help our breth- 
ren of Galveston to rebuild their churches.

L. W. Crawford, Editor of the North Carolina Christian 
Advocate, read his report to the Conference, and it^was, on 
motion, referred, to a Special Committee of five preachers 
and two laymen, as follows: D. Atkins.

Arnold, J. W. Jones, J. H. Weaver, S. P. Graves and J. A. 
Lackey. 

Five were admitted on trial. (See Condensed Minutes.) 
Alfred L. Stanford (E.) was continued in this class. 

The application of Joseph J. Edwards, of Franklin Dis- 
trict, was read, but having failed to pass the E.xamining 
Committee, he was not admitted. 

On motion, 10 o’clock Saturday morning was fixed as the 
time for the consideration of the Educational report. 

The following was adopted : 

Resolved 1, That the Secretary of the Conference be authorized 
to edit and publish not less than 4,000 copies of the Minutes of the 
Conference and distribute the same among the several charges, using 
his discretion as to the number to be furnished to each, and that he 
be allowed flfty dollars for his services. 
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Resolved 2. That no charge be made for the Minutes, but if the 
preachers wish to do so, they can sell them, and apply the proceeds 
on the assessment against their charge. 

The name of M. C. Field was referred to the Committee 
on Conference Relations for the superannuated relation. 

And at 1 o’clock the Conference adjourned. 



THIRD DAY— FRIDAY. 

November 23, 1900. 

The Conference was called to order by Bishop Morrison 
at 9 o’clock. 

The opening devotions were led by T. A. Boone. 

The roll was called and 8 preachers and 2 lay delegates, 
who had not previously responded to the roll call, answered 
to their names. 

Minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 

Communications from G-. W. Walker, President of Paine 
Institute, and II. M. DuBose, D.D., Epworth League Secre- 
tary, were read and referred to Boards of Education and 
Epworth League, respectively. 

Rev. Edward Thompson, LL.D., General Manager of the 
Sunday League of America, was introduced and addressed 
the Conference ; after which, on motion, the subject of Sab- 
bath Observance was referred to a Special Committee con- 
sisting of J. N. Huggins, H. K. Boyer, W. S. Hales, W. H. 
Willis, J. A. Cook, T. A. Boone, H. L. Atkins, R. D. Sherrill, 
Ira Erwin, J. A. Sronce, Frank Siler. 

Rev. T. H. Law, D.D., District Agent of the American 
Bible Society; Rev. M. J. Hunt, of the North Carolina 
Conference; Rev. Mr. Rich, of the Lexington Baptist 
Church ; Rev. Mr. Johnson, of the Greensboro Baptist 
Church ; Rev. E. W. Smith, of the Greensboro Presbyterian 
Church, were introduced. 

On motion, M. S. Parker was elected a member of the 
Board of Missions, vice F. C. Robbins resigned, and H. M. 
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Blair, vice F. L. Townsend, on Standing Committee on 
Admission. 

M. W. White, of _ Statesville District, w^as elected a mem- 
ber of the Sunday School Board. 

On motion, H. M. Blair, J. B. Carpenter and C. F. Sher 
rill were elected members of the Committees of Examina- 
tion, vice F. L. Townsend, C. G. Little and J. E. Thompson, 
respectively, who resigned. 

Answer was given to Minute Questions 2, 3, 4, 8 and 19. 
(See Condensed Minutes.) 

Victor L. Marsh (D.) having failed to appear before the 
Committee, and Luther E. Peeler, Wm. B. Scarboro (D.)and 
Bcnj. F. Carpenter (D.) having failed to pass satisfactory 
examinations in the course of study, were continued on trial 
in class of second year. 

The following was adopted ; 

Whereas, There is often confusion in exchanging plans after ap- 
pointments are read, and 

Whereas, We have no specified rule by which Question 5 shall be 
answered at first Quarterly Conference as required, therefore 

Resolved 1. That each pastor be required to hand to his Presiding 
Elder by Saturday of Conference a plan of his work (as required by 
Discipline) for his successor, together with duplicate of his statisti- 
cal report to Annual Conference. 

Resolved 2. That he this year also turn over the 20th Century Roll 
Eook in same manner. 

Resolved 3. That these documents be delivered by the Presiding 
Elders to the pastors immediately after the appointments are read.

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Merrill were continued in class of third year, having failed 
to appear before the Committee of Examination. 

J. S. Ragan and Walter L. Nicholson having failed to 
appear before the Committee, and Leonidas L. Smith having 
failed to pass a satisfactory examination in the course of 
study, were continued in the class of fourth year. 

The Committee on Conference Relations made a report 
which was adopted, giving answer to Minute Questions 17 
and 18. 

A communication from Trustees of lotla High School, 
located in Franklin Circuit, presenting that property to the 
Conference, was referred to the Board of Education, with 
request that the gift be accepted, provided the Board of 
Trustees of said school shall have power to select the 
teachers. 

The characters of 18 preachers were passed, giving further 
answer to Minute Question 20. 

The Committee on Rutherford College property made a 
report, which was referred to the Board of Education. 

And at 1 o'clock the Conference adjourned. 



FOURTH DAY— SATURDAY. 

November 24, 1900. 

Bishop Morrison called the Conference to order at 9, 
o’clock. 

The Bishop conducted the opening devotional service. 

The Minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 

The 20th Question was resumed an<l the characters of 70 
preachers were passed. 

J. A. Green was, at his own request, granted a location, 
giving answer to Minute Question 10. 

The Conference being informed that the Iredell Circuit 
parsonage had been destroyed by fire and all the household 
effects of the pastor. Rev. P. L. Terrell, were lost, a codec- 
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tion amounting to $100.0U was taken and presented to Bro. 
Terrell. 

The hour for the special order having arrived, the Board 
of Education made a report, which was adopted. 

The reports of Committees on Books and Periodicals, 
Bible Cause and Temperance were read and adopted. 

The report of Committee on Methodist Orphanage was 
made, and, complying with its recommendation, J. K. 
Scroggs, L. W. Crawford, T. F. Marr, C. W. Tillett, J. A. 
Odell and J. S. Spencer were appointed to carry out the 
suggestions made in the report. (See Reports.) 

Gastonia, N. C., was selected as the place at which the 
next Conference will be held, answering Minute Question 45. 

The following was adopted : 

Whereas, This Conference has no asyltim for orphan children, and 

Whereas There are in the Oxford Orphanage 217 children, 85 of 
whom are of Methodist parentage, a large number being from the 
bounds of our Conference, therefore 

Resolved, That each pastor he requested to present on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, or as soon thereafter as practicable, in each congregation, 
the claims on our people of this noble institution, taking a collection 
for the same, and sending it to Mr. W. J. Hicks, Superintendent, Ox 
ford, N. C. 

(Signed) Frank Siler. 

J. H. Weaver. 

A memorial to the Legislature asking for a larger appro- 
priation for the State Hospital at Morgan ton, in order that 
larger provision can be made for the unfortunate insane, 
'was read and adopted. 

And at 1 o’clock Conference adjourned. 
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FIFTH DAY— MONDAY. 

November 26, 1900. 

Bishop Morrison called the Conference to order at 9 
o’clock. 

The opening religious service was conducted by the 
Bishop, and Olin P. Ader was ordained deacon. 

Minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

The Bishop announced that he had ordained Deacons and 
Elders, answering Minute Questions 9, 11, 13 and 15. 
Answer was also given to Minute Question 6. (See Con- 
densed Minutes.) 

The following was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Presiding Bishop be requested to draw upon 
U. W. Crawford, Treasurer of the Conference Trustees, for $206.32 
to be paid to J, A. Odell, Treasurer of the Joint Board of Finance, 
for distribution among the Conference claimants. 

(Signed) R. S. Webb. 

The report of the Joint Board of Finance was adopted 
and the funds distributed to the claimants in open Confer- 
ence. (See Reports.) 

The reports of the Board of Church Extension, Sunday 
School Board, Committee on Reform School and Epworth 
League Committee were read and adopted. (See Reports.) 

J. R. Scroggs presented to the Conference a picture of 
Rocky River Church, in Chatham County — the said church 
being perhaps the first Methodist house of worship erected 
in North Carolina, and was built under the personal direc- 
tion of Bishop Asbury. The picture is to be deposited in 
the Trinity College Museum. 

Mrs. M. J. Branner was introduced and addressed the 
Conference in the interest of the Woman’s Home Mission 
Society. 

'I'he report of the Special Committee on the purchase of 
the IVorth Carolina Christian Adoocale was read, amended 
an<l adopted.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We respectfully submit to the Conference the following report on 
Education : 

The following institutions have submitted their annual reports to 
the Board: Trinity College, Trinity High School, Weaverville Col- 
lege, Greensboro Female College, Davenport Female College, Ruth- 
erford College, Oakland High School, Belwood Institute, Bald Creek 
Academy, Paine Institute, Brevard Epworth School, Unionville Insti- 
tute. lotla High School, and Sparta Institute. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

Vanderbilt University is now the property of all Southern Method- 
ism, and therefore a connectional institution. With an enrollment 
of 771 students in seven different departments, it stands at the head 
of CUV educational system. Its influence is felt not only in our own 
country, but it reaches to the farthest limits of our missionary fields 
in foreign lands. We note with pleasure that fifteen members of the 
Western North Carolina Conference have been students in the Bib- 
lical Department. We commend it to our people, and ask for it their 
earnest prayer and hearty support. 

TRINITY COLLEGE. 

This institution has had a remarkable development during the 
past few years. From a college limited in influence and service 
because of a meager equipment, it has forged its way to the front, 
and stands to-day the leading college of Southern Methodism. Tlie 
aim of those in charge of our Conference College has been to develop 
it along the lines of quality rather than quantity. The President 
and faculty have resolutely set their faces against that great tempta- 
tion cf educators — superficialness. They have steadily resisted all 
influence to introduce cheap and superficial methods and processes. 
The result now coming to the church from this course is the crea- 
tion of a very high educational ideal that will in years to come make 
Trinity College famous, not as a collection of magnificent buildings, 
richly endowed, but as a great center of intellectual and moral life — 
a strong fountain of Christian civilization. We are gratified also to 
learn that while the standard of scholarship has been raised and the 
requirements for admission made more rigid, the attendance has in- 
creased, and is now the largest in the history of the college. It is 
with special gratitude that we note the reception of an additional 
gift of $100,000.00 from Mr. Washington Duke to the endowment 
fund, and of a library building from Mr. B. N. Duke. We commend 
the example of this large generosity to our Methodist laymen of 
increasing wealth, as worthy of imitation, and suggest that the time 
has come for a more general and generous oestowment of gifts upon 
our Conference College. We believe that much of the development 
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to which we have referred is due to the tireless energy of the distin- 
guished President and faculty. 

WEAVERVILX.E COLLEGE. 

Weaverville College holds steadily on its way. In the past it has 
accomplished a work of inestimable value to tne church, and at pres- 
ent occupies a strategical position in the educational work of our 
Conference. Situate in a rural community, with a beautiful loca- 
tion and salubrious climate, its moral and intellectual atmosphere 
-corresponds with its physical environment. All the property belong- 
ing to this institution is deeded to the Western North Carolina Con- 
ference. We commend it to the hearty support of all our people. 

GREENSBORO FEMALE COLLEGE. 

This institution is not the property of our Conference, but is 
owned by Methodist laymen, and is thoroughly Methodistic in its 
-organization and spirit. Without hesitancy we commend it to our 
people for the thoroughness of its intellectual culture, and the 
healthy religious tone which pervades all its work. Young ladies 
here receive a genuinely Christian education. With a past of 
which it may justly be proud, it moves steadily forward to an 
enlarging future. 

ASHEVILLE COLLEGE FOR YOUNG WOMEN. 

This institution has an honored history and occupies an impor- 
tant position in the educational work of Southern Methodism. Its 
students are drawn from a territory comprising many States, and 
its reputation and influence are national. 

DAVENPORT FEMALE COLLEGE. 

We are glad to ^earn that this institution is taking on new 
strength and activity. The faculty has been enlarged, the buildings 
improved, and the attendance increased. A loan fund for the bene- 
fit of ne^y students has been created, which we consider a most 
timely and commendable feature, and one that should be adopted in 
our other Conference schools. The advancement of this School has 
been made possible by the capable administration of the President 
and generosity of i,ne citizens of Lenoir and vicinity. Davenport 
Female College is the only college for young ladies within our 
bounds which is the property of the Conference, and for this reason, 
as well as others, we especially recommend it to all our people. 

RUTHERFORD COLLEGE. 

The property known as Rutherford College has during the year 
come into the possession of our church. The buildings have been 
repaired, and a strong faculty of consecrated young men has been 
secured to take charge of the school. Tbe work has opened with 
-every promise of success, and Rutherford College promises to be- 
come one of our strongest and best institutions of secondary educa- 
tion. The work at present, to a limited degree, is co-educational, but 
the intention is to ultimately make it a school for young men only^ 
We give it our most hearty commendation. 

TRINITY HIGH SCHOOL. 

- This school is under the management of Rev. J. F. Heitman, an 
- educator of long experience and wide reputation. It is of secondary 
rgrade, and is doing an excellent work. 
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TRINITY PARK HIGH SCHOOL. 

This school is situated in Trinity Park near the campus of Trin- 
ity College. It is of secondary grade and has a course of study 
especially adapted to that of the College. It has an able faculty, a 
fine equipment, and an increasing attendance. 

BREVARD EPWORTH SCHOOL. 

This school is located in Brevard. It was founded by Rev. Fitch 
Taylor in 1895, to meet the educational needs of the poor in the 
mountain region of our Conference. It is industrial in its char- 
acter, and charitable in its purpose, and forms an important link in 
our educational system. Through the Twentieth Century Offering 
some six thousand dollars has been contributed for the erection of 
much-needed buildings. We recommend that it be taken under the 
fostering care of the Conference, and that our Epworth Leagues and 
Sunday Schools continue to extend to it their cordial and liberal 
support. 

OTHER SCHOOLS. 

The reports received from Oakland High School, lotla High School 
Belwood Institute, Bald Creek Academy and Unionville Institute, 
indicate a steady growth. - These schools have received substantial 
aid from the Twentieth Century Offering, and are now better 
equipped for their work than ever before.

THE TWENTIETH CENTURY OFFERING. 

We learn that up to this time $24,563.70 nas been subscribed to the 
Twentieth Century Fund in this Conference. This leaves $45,436.30 
to’ be raised before the expiration of the year, if we secure our pro- 
portion of the one million and a half, undertaken by our church. In 
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this matter there must be no failure, and lest the goal be not reached 
by January 1st, following the suggestion of the General Secretary, 
we recommend the continuance of the Offering through the coming 
year, and that this take the place of the usual collection for educa- 
tion. We recommend that when these collections are taken, the 
character and needs of the Biblical Department of Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity be clearly set forth, so that the primary object of this move- 
ment, as presented in the action of the General Conference, does not 
fail. We also urge upon all our pastors the necessity of securing an 
offering from every member, and that all diligence be exercised 
until the last man is reached. As an auxilliary in prosecuting the 
canvass, we recommend the circulation of the New Century Education 
edited by Dr. Hammond, and pubilshed by order of the General 
Board of Education. This little paper should be in the hands of 
every oflBcial member in our church. For the continuance of this 
campaign, we recommend the same plan and basis of distribution 
as followed this year: 

1. That each pastoral charge be regarded as a District, over which 
the pastor shall have immediate supervision. It shall be his duty 
to divide the membership into classes of fifty each — over which he 
shall appoint a leader, whose duty it shall be to personally present 
the object and claims of the movement and solicit a personal offer- 
ing for the same. 

2. Each Presiding Elder shall have supervision of the work within 
his District — arranging Mass Meetings, distributing literature and 
using such other means as will facilitate the collection in the several 
charges in his District. 

3. That a Conference Secretary be appointed, whose duty it shall 
be to have general supervision of the work throughout the Confer- 
ence. He shall cooperate with the Presiding Elders and pastors in 
the distribution of suitable literature, arranging Mass Meetings and 
securing the aid of suitable speakers for the same. 

For Conference Secretary we recommend the appointment of Rev. 
Samuel B. Turrentine. 

We recommend that in making the canvass the representatives of 
all our institutions be accorded full right-of-way. 

DISTRIBUTION OF FUNDS. 

According to the provisions enacted by tue General Conference, 
the funds raised are to be applied to the following purposes: 

(a) To the expenses of the canvass. 

(b) To the needs of Institutions belonging to the Church in each. 
Annual Conference or group of Conferences. 

(c) To the endowment of Vanderbilt University. 

Of the amount contributed, that portion not otherwise directed by 
the donors, $300.00 shall go to the General Board, and the remainder 
to he distributed as follows: 

(1) Fifty per cent shall be appropriated to Trinity College for the- 
purpose of creating a loan fund for the use of needy students. , 

(2) Thirty per cent shall be apportioned to Weaverville College,, 
and twenty per cent to Davenport College. 

(3) That any money which may be contributed for the purpose of 
purchasing sites for school buildings, of erecting school buildings, or 
procuring appliances of any sort for any school or schools, now 
vested or which may become vested in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, during the year 1900, shall be regarded and counted 
as a part of the Twentieth Century Thank Offering. 
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WATCH NIGHT. 

We heartily endorse the suggestion of Bisnop Galloway, that on 
the last night of this century a “watch-night” service be held in all 
our churches. The General Board has adopted this suggestion, and 
is preparing an appropriate service for such a meeting. We there- 
fore urge every pastor to heartily cooperate with the Board in 
carrying out this plan, and arrange, if possible, for such a service in 
every church on his charge. We are confronted with great oppor- 
tunities and grave responsibilities, and we believe that Southern 
Methodism can most appropriately greet the new century with 
vows of consecration and prayers for the increase of the power which 
rested upon our fathers. 

CORRELATION OF OUR SCHOOL.S. 

Your Board believes that the time has come for the unification of 
our educational work. We believe the best means to this end is the 
classification and correlation of our schools according to the plan 
set forth by the General Board. We therefore, request that before 
the meeting of our next Annual Conference, each school belonging 
to the Conference and those belonging to the church and under 
i>iethodist influence, submit to the Board a copy of the curriculum 
of the studies pursued and of the standards oi proficiency required, 
in order that the work of correlation may be completed. 

FREE SCHOOLS. 

We believe thoroughly in popular education, and that our public 
school system should oe enlarged and strengthened as rapidly as 
possible. We therefore respectfully petition our next General As- 
sembly to make a special appropriation, of not less than $200,000, 
for this purpose. We direct that the Secretary of this Conference 
present this action to that body. 

EDUCATIONAL DAY. 

In accordance with a resolution adopted by our General Board of 
Education, we suggest that the 3d Sunday in June be known as 
“Educational Day” in our Conference. We wish to emphasize the 
importance of giving this day and the cause tor which it stands 
deserving consideration.

We desire also to give emphasis to our former recommendations 
in relation to Children’s Day. 

TREASURER. 

We wish to direct attention to the fact that all funds collected for 
the purposes of education must be promptly turned over to W. R. 
Odell, Concord, N. C., who has been elected Treasurer of the Board 
of Education.

REPORT SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON PURCHASE OF ADVOCATE. 

(As Amended.) 

Your committee would respectfully report: 

That we find the Christian Advocate Publishing Company to have 
been regularly and duly incorporated under the laws oi North Car- 
olira, and with a present capital stock of 108 shares of the par value 
■of one hundred dollars each, aggregating ten thousand eight hundred 
dollars. That after careful survey of the educational, spiritual and 
material interests and needs of the Western North Carolina Confer- 
ence, and after due consideration as to how these interests might be 
best promoted and these needs most nearly supplied — your com- 
mittee was unanimously of opinion that the work of the church 
would be more effectual and widespread with Conference ownership 
-of controlling interest in the North Carolina vnristian Advocate, and 
strongly favor the purchase of the necessary amount of stock in the 
said company, provided it could be secured at fair and reasonable 
terms. 

Having thus determined, upon conferring with Dr. L. W. Craw- 
ford, your committee ascertained that 55 of the 108 shares of the 
stock which would be a controlling interest in the Christian Advo- 
cate Publishing Company, can be secured for three thousand and 
three hundred dollars ($3,300.00) in cash. Believing the price desig- 
nated to be fair and reasonable, your committee doth unanimously 
recommend : 

1. That the Western North Carolina Conference buy 55 shares of 
istock in the Christian Advocate Publishing Company. 

2. That upon acceptance of such plan by the Conference the 
Trustees of the Conference shall buy the 55 shares of said stock, and 
pay therefor out of the Conference Trust Fund now in the Treas- 
urer’s hands, the sum of three thousand three hundred dollars 
($3,300.00) upon the transfer and delivery to them of the said shares 
-of stock. 

That the Trustees shall be the custodians of the 55 shares of stock, 
.and they may, at their election, choose three of their number who 
shall be vested with authority to supervise the interests of the Con- 
ference in the said company. 

3. That the editor of the North Carolina Christian Advocate shall 
be elected as heretofore, upon the recommendation of the Committee 
-oil Books and Periodicals, and confirmation by the Conference. 

That this report shall in nowise confiict with the report of the 
Committee on Books and Periodicals.
